fenfively by the middle of May. ax 

The King of Sweden is ftill at Bendar, and ’tis {aid 
that the Ottoman Port has declared to his Majefty thet 
they will live in Peaceand Amity withall their Chri- 
ftian Neighbours, and that his Majefty may depart from 
thence when he pleafes to return to his Terricories,but 
fome other Letters by the way of Moldavia contradict 
ihefe Accounts, and fay, that the Turks will not ler him 


go tiil they have concluded the Treaty withthe Czar of 


Mufcovy. 
The Cor of Mufcovy after having made his Publick 


Entry intohis Capital, which was very Magnificent is 
preparing to return to Poland to put himielf at the 
Head ot his Army his fear of a Ruprure with the Orto- 
man Port being entirely vanifh‘d. 

Letters trom Paris of the 14 fay, that the Spaniards 
continue their Warlike Preparations with all poflible 
Diligence, being refolvhd to have a poweitul Army in 
the Field next Compain. ‘Tis faid that orders are fent 
to Cadiz and other Sea-Pore-Towns in Spain, for the 
fitting out feveral Men of War there. And the French 
are fitting out ro Men of War at Thoulon with a De- 
fign to fend them to the Levant to fetch them more 
Corn. There is a Report that the King of France has 
received a Letter from the King of Sweden, but theCon- 
tents thereof is kept very private. 

And trom Venice that the King of Sweden having 
defired to borrow a good Sum of Money of thar Re- 

ublick, the Senate had refus’d the Sum, but granted 
Fim and his Troops Leave to pa{s throngh their Terri- 
tories to return home. 

There is a great Defertion among the French who 
come over to the Allies as well in Germany asin Flan- 
ders, and the Mifery is fo great among them that feveral 
of their Garrifons, efpecially Namur and Luxembourg, 
threaten openly to plunder the Towns if they are not
